There isan impression in Atianta and olse- 
where that the capitol fs ah nisife buildidg, 
Its experience last night ought to correct the 
impression. 

When the qnake occurred the old house of 


legislative quibbling, fussing, eloquence and 


bill passing shook from foundation to tower. 
The cranky clock in the tower sent forth a 
eolitary exclamation in the shape of a toll 
from the bell. The gnusty old law books in 
tho state library quivered in chilly uncertain- 
ty, perhaps reminded of the uncertainty of the 
law and of the courte, excepting Judge Lyiich's 
court. In the agricultural department 
A GENERAL SHAKING UP 
was given to Walter DeWolf's last story 
about ¢be progress and prosperity of his native 
village, Columbus, Nobody was in the office 
of the principal keeper of the penitentiary, 
but @& Wmamination disclosed that one of 
Colgne! Shubrick’s latest South Carolina tales 
had been stopped off short by the ringing of a 
concealed chestnut bell. In the secretary of 
stato’s oflice the only things that suffered 
inconvenience were Major J. F. Jones's list 
slippers, They bouncod up and down awhile, 
much to their mutual diegust.

At Mrs, F. H,. Tuller’s Residence. 

Mrs. Francis H. Tuller resides at 68 Marietta 
street, immediately in rear of the capitol. 
Her residence is a brick house, supposed to be 
the oldest in the city. It is two stories high. 
When the severest shock occurred, Mré. Taller 
thought that the vibrations of the house were 
caused by a heavily loaded train on the rail- 
road at the Forsyth street crossing. Hearing 
her daughters and other inmates of the house 
hurrying out to the sidewalk, she followed, 
although she fully retained her presence of 
mind. On the sidewalk it was decided that

THE SHOCK OF AN EARTHQUAKE, 

“Look at the house,’ somebody exclaimed. 

The party of excited and frightened ladies 
and gentlemen turned their eyes toward the 
house and saw that one of the chimneys had 
disappeared and that another was badly dam- 
aged. 

“Yes,” said one,” it was an earthquake.” 

After awhile the party retarned to the 
house. An examination was made with con- 
siderable caution. On the side farthest from 
the capitol the front roomisthe parlor. The 
adjoining room isa bed chamber. In both of 
these the floors for several feet from the fire- 


places were covered with soot, 
plaster and bricks, The chimney 
scemed to have settled down, after 


LOSING ITS TOP, 
acd to have been prevented from crashing in- 
to the rooms only by the separating wall. Pic- 
tures on the walls were moved out of their 
places,and various articles in the rooms were 
thrown out of their ordinary positions. 

A large crowd assembled abcut the house 
soon after the quake was over. A closer ex- 
amination developed the fact that the roof 
was badly damaged. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter, whe visited the 
house very soon after the quake, found Mrs. 
Tuller perfectly calm. Other ladies of her 
family were much excited, and were con- 
vinced that another quake would shake them 
up before morning. 

It could not be ascertained what amonnt of 
money would cover the damages to Mrs, Tull- 
er’s house. 


Atthe Artesian Well. 


Five minutes after the last quiver of the 
final quake was felt, at least five hundred peo- 
ple gathered about the artesian well. 

“The hole to China,” said a wiry little man, 
has been closed up.” 

“Oh no,”’expostulated a man in shirt sleeves, 
“it is belching forth water at the rate of two 
hundred million gallons a minute.” 

“That's al—,” interrupted abow legged 
soda water vendor. 

A CONSTITUTION reyorter cautiously ap- 
proached the well to investigate. He found 
the well in its normal condition. 

Colonel Baum, who was inthe crowd, said 
that he did wot think the well had beeh ia- 
jured, He gave a learned, geological, physi- 
chal, geographical, conglomerated, hyper- 
ecientific explanation of the general earth- 
quakiogffect upon artesiaw wells, which made 
the ~ oe Y and dumb for fully ten sec- 
onés. Other people continued deaf and dumb 
at least twenty seconds.

OUT ON PEACHTREE, 

On farther Peachtree street the shock was 
very violent. The. occupants of the houses 
rushedtothe sidewalk, and screams Were 
heard, “The house .is falling!’’ This was 
eccupied with tretiendous clattering and 
crashing noise, and {ft really sounded as if 
some house was falling. Jt was discovered, 


however, that it was a shower of slate falling 


from the roof of Mr. W. B» Lowe's residence. 
Some glass were smashed anda lot of slate 
broken. Thechimney to the dining room 
was shaken down, and fell crushing into the 
dining room, producing considerable damage. 


Mr. Lowe was absent and Mrs. Lowe and the . 


children went acrossthe street to Mr. A,B 
Steele’s, where they spent the night. 
AT THE GRANT HOUSE. 

The shock of the earthquake was felt so 
sensibly by the guests of Grant house that 
they gathered together in amazement and 
hortor. Some with children in arms, other 
children screaming, some who had retired, 
partly dressed. It was.a crowd of blanched 
facestthat stared at each othér with wild 
eyes, and strong men felt the effects for hours 
after. 

THE ODD PELLOWS. 

The (Central lodge of Odd Fellows was in 
session, and when the building began to trem- 
ble and shake, were initiating a mesber. 
There was a general desire to get down stairs, 
and get quick. The members made a rash, 
and every man wanted to see who could get 
down first. From the way the members tum: 


bled down the stairs the goat had evidently * 


slipped the halter, and was playing a high 
hand with the mystic lodge. 
AT TRINITY CHURCH. 

Last night the board of stewards of Trinity 
church held a regular session 
The members were engaged in busi- 
ness forthe church, but the shock was so 
veere that every member ran out into the 
street. The attendants of a wedding party 
were practicing, but when the shock came 
they rushed out into the street 
leaving a large number of friends in the 
church. 

A collection had been taken up for Evan's 
chapel just before the earthquake. The stew- 
ards sought the sidewalk with dispatch. 
After they had returned one of them said: “If 
we take up that collection again, brethren, I 
think we can double i¢.” 

AT THE KIMBALL HOUSE. 

The boarders at the Kimball house were 
badly frightened. 

When the building began to tremble the 
inmates from the seventh story to the first 
wanted to get down and they wanted to ge 
down badly. 

There was a general rush for the elevator, 
but the most of the guests preferred the steps, 
and they made good time. The elevator men 
declared at eleven o’clock that a very few had 
come down, but the number of people who 
were seen standing in front of th 


building showed that they had either come 


down the elevator or jumped out of the win- 


dows. They were badly scared up, and their 
looks showed it. 
THE RED MEN’S STAMPEDE, 

The Red Men were holding a meeting at 
their lodge on Marietta street, and had several 
members to initiate. Just as they were in the 
most interesting part of their initiatory cere- 
mony the shock came, and 2» lot of plastering 
fell from the ceiling. Several members of the 
order ran down in their lodge regalia and the 
war whoop was sounded. 

MR, TRESILLIAN’S STORE. 

The grocery store of Mr. T. W. Tresillian, 
No. 124 Decatur street, was 80 severely shaken 
that a large fissure appeared between the rear 
walland the sides ofthe store. The entire 
building trembled and quivered until those 
who watched it thought it would fall. Mr. 
Tresiliian sat up in his store all night for fear 
that the rear wall would drop off and leave 
his stock ex posed. 

Several other stores on Decatur street had 
the goods on their shelves badly shaken up, 
Alarge quantity of canned goods in one of 
them was shaken from the shelves to the floor. 

AT BIG BETHEL CHURCH, 

The Big Bethel church was thronged with 
members and visitors when the shock came, 
The building is a large, high one, and when it 
gathered itself together it shook with great 
violence. The glass shades over the jets hang 
close together and the rocking of the building 
brought them in contact. They sent out a 
clear, bell like sound which attracted the 
attention of the congregation, who had already 
experienced the shock. Some one in the 
building exclaimed : 

“An earthquake! an earthquake !”’ 

Instantly the congregation became a panic- 
stricken crowd, and with a rush they made 
for the door. In the scramble everybody for- 
got everythivg else except himself, and before 
the church could empty itself the crowd was 
wild, fully expecting every second would be 
their last. Finally, everybody was out, and 
then in Jess than a minute the large congrega- 
tion had disappeared from the sidewalk, and 
each one was hurriedly seeking his home to 
ascertain what damage had been done, all tully 
expecting to find death and destruction scat- 
tered in every direction. 

AT POLICE HEADQUARTERS, 

Chief Connolly was sitting ia his private of- 
fice on the second floor, Patrolman Caise was 
in bis bed on the third floor, Stationhouse 
Keeper Ryan was on his stool balancing his 
cash, and Call Officer Thompson was sitting in 
frontof the building when the shock came. A 
second before the first wave was felt everything 
was quietand serene. A second after every- 
thing was in an uproar. Patrolman 
Cain dropped from his bed and 
witbout a thought of his uniform sprang 
down the stairway. Ohief Connolly, with his 
bands clutched in his hair, made two leaps 
down the long stairway, call officer Thompson 
made a break for the stockade station. House- 
keeper Ryan alone retained his presence of 
mind, snatching the seys from the hook he 
started for the cells to unlock the doors and 
liberate the prisoners.

TUTION building every night sincethe eleva 
tor started, livesin a neat two-story building 
at 110 Mangum street. About midnight he 
was rotified bya note from Mrs. Bohannan 
that every chimney had been blown off. 

AT THE UNION PASSENGER DEPOT. 

The Central passenger train wa; rolling in 
when the shock came, The depot was full of 
people Lut no one felt theshock and everybody 
attributes it to the rumbling noise and the jar 
incident to the train. 

THE END OF A HOUSE GOES. 

Mr. C.H.Floyd lives on Magazine street near 
the top of the hill. His family had retired 
and he was in the act of following suit when 
the shock came. The house rocked violently, 
and the family was unable to get out, so vio- 
lent was the rocking. The shock finally spent 
itself, and as the last vibration disappeared, 
the rear end of the building dropped out. 

THE FIRE BELL RINGS, 

Just as the swaying had attained it maxi- 
mum, and everybody was feeling the mo- 
tion, the fire bell rang. When the sound 
pealed forth, people had hardly had.time to 
realize what had occurred, and the alarm 
created a wild excitement in many places. A 
great mapy persons who felt the shock and 
beard the dead rumbling noise which accom- 


panied it, instantly imagined that 
dynamite had been used somewhere 
and that the fire bell had 


been used to call out the police and the mili- 

tary as well asthe firemen. The alarm was 

sent in from box 12, located at police head- 

quarters and was caused by a call of telephone 

call upon Mr. Ryan. The call wasto be an- 

swered on Pryor street, bat no fire was found. 
THE CLOCKS STOP. 

A large number of pendulums were swung 
out of position and the clocks stopped. The 
electric clocks ticked right on.

“I was near Jones’s church and when the 
worshipers got out they dropped upon their 
knees inthe street and holding up their 
hands cried, “Judgment, Lord save us, ete.” 

Patrolman Sheridan was on Peters stroet, 
and aye: 

‘*The people out there were scared and when 
the shock came they got out on the street. I 
know of no damage, except one or two chim- 
neys and lots of badly frightened people, one 
of whom I am-which.” ; 

Patrolman McGee was near the juaction of 
Mariettaand Walton street and says: 

“Everybody down there was scared. The 
only damsge I know of was Mrs. Fowler lost 
a chimney on Walton, near Marietta,” 

Patrolmsn Mehan was on Marietta street, 
rear Simpeon, and says: ‘I felt the shock 
and expected every second to see the earth 
open and swallow me up. The people ran 
about yelling for police.” 

Patrolman Hitson was on Decatur street. 
He says: “I felt a quivering and shaking, and 
then I head a rumbling and rattling on the 
top of Pease’s house. I thought the noise wes 
made by burglars, and went around to the 
back of the house, on top of it, into it, ali 
through it and out of it bofore I found out 
there had been an earthquake.” 

Patrolman Sheridan was on Haynes street. 
He says: “The shock was very severe where I 
was. A number of people ran out of their 


™ houses, and one fellow came tearing down 


from a second story, with a pistol in his hand, 
looking for the burglar that was kicking up 
the rumpus.”’ 

Patrolman J. L. Mercer was standing at the 
cooner of Peachtree and Marietta streets, and 
gays: 

“I felt the shock. I cannot describe it bet- 
ter than to say it seemed as though I was 
standing on the back of a big turtle, and the 
turtie trying to crawl from underme.

When the saking commenced, and the lights 
in the church began to sway back and forth, a 
general rush was made for the doors. The 
rush grew inte a stampede, and is was amus- 
ing to see them come tumbling out. It is 
strange that several were not hurt in their 
fian'ic efforts to get out of the building.” 

Patrolman Hildebrand was standing on the 
corner of Washington and Fair streets at the 
time the shock was felt, and says the shock 
there was quite perceptible. Hesays: “By 
the time I had begun to realize that an earth- 
quake was upon us, windows and doors in the 
vicinity began opening, and heads peering out. 
Numbers of persons came out into the streets, 
and the universal inquiry was: ‘What’s the 
matte:” For a few minutes things were quite 
lively in that neighborhood, but soon all be- 
came reassured, and quiet reigned again.” 

Patrolman Lynam was down in the low 
ground cn Loyd street, near Mitchell. He 
says: 

“J felt no shock, and knew nothing of the 
earth quake until I heard of it from others.” 

THE DAMAGE DONE. 

Chief Ccnnolly remained at police head- 
quertcr: until the entire force came off daty at 
1 o’clock this morning and questioned every 
man clossly who came off duty. Every pa- 
trolman made a concise report of all that had 
come uncer his observation or of which he had 
heard. The report sthoroughly indicate that 
little Can aze was done throughout the city, 
except in the way of a few demolished chim- 
neys :ni a great many frightened people. 
Today, however, when there is an abundance 
of light snd people begin ‘to stir, more serious 
results may be ascertained. 

HOW THE MORNING WATCH FELT IT. 

The members of the police department who 
came on duty at one o'clock in the morning, 
were all in bed asleep when the shock came, 
ard every one was awakened by it except 
Stationhouse Keeper Buchanan, who had not 
been aroused up to time of going on duty. Mr. 
Buchanan, however, isa sound sleeper, and 
bas bcen ‘known to sleep near a battle. 
Captain C.im, living on Hill street, was under 
the imprersion that his building would fall at 
one time.

The 
printers rushed down stairs from the Tele- 
graph composing room, thinking the building 
was falling. On High street a gentleman re- 
ported the shock fearful, Down on Mulberry 
street a man was drinkIng a glass of beer and 
rushed out of the Palace Parlor saloon with a 
glass of beer still in his hands. He 
was bound to have the last swig. Mrs. Pope, 
who keeps a fruit stand, was frightened from 
her room, and called loudly for help. 

At Rankin’s drug store the bottles and 
glasses rattled frightfully. Below the gas 
house the shock broke a number of windows, 
throwing the glass to the ground with a fright- 
ful crash. Those who were out from the noise 
of the city say the roar was unearthly and ter- 
rifying. Vineville and East Macon were badly 
stampeded. Nosuch shock has ever been felt 
here. No electrical disturbances were per- 
ceptible in the telegraph, telphone and 
electric light wires.

The Jarthquake Last Night. 

A low rumble, as of distant thunder, and 
Atlanta trembled to her very foundations! 

The earthquake, the king of terrors, who 
has in his time swept a quarter of a million 
people to instant death, blanched millions 
of cheeks last night. 

In the local and telegraph columns this 
morning we present a full account of the 
shock which extended pretty nearly over 
the entire country. 

Nobody was thinking of such a thing as 
an earthyuake in Atlanta, but after the 
first \few quakes the situation was realized 
and the alarm was great. Many people sat 
up late, expecting a repetition of the shock, 
and a general feeling of uneasiness prevailed 
all night. 

The earthquake fills an important page in 
history, In 526 he visited Syria and de- 
stroyed 250,000 people. 

In 1755 a great earthquake occurred in 
Portugal, destroying a portion of the city 
of Lisbon. The tsual rumbling sound was 
followed by a shock that threw down the 
principal part of the city. The sea retired, 
leaving the bar dry, and in a minute swept 
back with a mighty wave fifty feet high. 
Sixty thousand people lost their lives in five 
minutes, A part of the city was perma- 
nently engulfed under 600 feet of water. 
Jn 173823 a great earthquake in Calabria 

caused the death of 100,000 persons. The 
most noted earthquake of this century 
occurred in 1557 in the kingdom of Naples. 
it was very violent and fatal. 

Atlanta may well consider herself blessed 
in that there is no fatal work of the earth- 
quake to be recorded this morning. We 
were well shaken up, but we were worse 
scared than hurt. We have escaped cyclones, 
so far, but we have had our earthquake. 
Let us not be proud. Atlanta is acity set 
upon a hill—built upon a rock thousands 
of feet in thickness. So far as foundation 
goes she is solid, but pride goeth before 
destruction and a haughty spirit before a 
fall. 


Scorched and Storm Swept. 

It is difficult to estimate the ravages of 
the storm and drouth in Texas. 

The gulf cyclone did not destroy the cot- 
ton crop, as was at first reported, but what 
is left will, of course, be of inferior quality. 
Ontside of the drouth-stricken districts, the 
weotion yield will be about the same as that 
of last year. The corn crop will be about 
one-third of what it was last year. 

The great drouth region lies west of the 
Austin, Waco and Fort Worth line, and 
north of the line of railroad from Austin via 
San Antonio to the Rio Grande. In the 
Panhandle counties and the intervening 
counties down to and including Tom Green 
county, and the other great western grazing 
counties, Crockett, Reeves, Pecas, Presidio 
and kl Paso, there was, until quite re- 
cently great suffering and loss of cattle for 
wantofrain. The area of drouth embraces 
more than half of the state. 

Appeals for aid are made from the counties 
of Childress, Cottle, Hardeman, W ilbarger, 
Wichita, Montague, Wise, Jack, Archer, 
Baylor, Throckmorton, Jones, Haskell, 
Shackelford, Stephens, Palo Pinto, Varker, 
Hood, Somerville, Bosque, Erath, Eastland, 
Callahan, Taylor, Junnells, Coleman, 
Brown, Comanche, Coryell, Hamilton, Lam- 


a 


pasas, San Saba, McCulloch, Concho, Men- 
ard, Mason, Llano, burnett, Blanco, Gilles- 


pie, Kimball, Bandera, Edwards, Kerr and 
Kendall. A traveller through this region 
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and every word of it is true, and half of the muffer- 
ing has not been told. The corn came up splendid, 
but it never got higher than twelve inches, when 
it blasted and died, while nothing at all can be 
seen in the cotton fields.”’ 

One result of all this will be to check the 
tide of immigration that has been flowing 
into Texas. Inthe end this will be bene- 
ficial, Texas has grown toorapidly. Be- 
tween the cyclone and the drouth she has 
been severely scourged, and there will bea 
general readjustment of population. Cer- 
tain lecalities will be virtually abandoned, 
and other more favored districts will take a 
new start. Everything will be straightened 


out in time. 


Getting the News. 


THE CONSTITUTION has not yet seen the 
reports of any other paper of the earthquake 
shocks last night, but hevertheless, feels 
justified in asking a comparison of its re- 
ports with that of any other paper publish- 
ed in the sonth Atlantic and Gulf states. Its 
report of the unusual and very sensational 
event from all parts of the country is full 
and complete, but never before was the thor- 
oughness of its state news service more ad- 
vantageously demonstrated than last night. 
The shocks were felt about 9 oclock, after the 
telegraph oflices in the smaller towns of the 
state had closed. In less than half an hour 
THE CoNsTITUTION had heard from every 
part of the state, its active corps of corre- 
spondents being at their posts, in many in- 
stances awaked from sleep and having to find 
their telegraph operator to send their mes- 


sage.

Lock Him Up. 
At a recent meeting in Boston Mr. John 


A. Henry, of Chicago, said: 

I have come to Boston to sow the seeds of an- 
archy and I shall not stop of my own accord until 
I see anarchy firmly rooted in this city. If my 
mouth is shut, others will come after me and 
complete the work I have begun. I expect to die 
some time and I should not be surprised if I 
died with my boots on. 

This sentiment was applauded, and the 
speaker proceeded to say: 

Anarchy comes from a conviction that there is 
something wrong in society. Law guards prop- 
erty: it never guards persons. The man without 
property has no use for law, and the law is his 
enemy, The man who first suggested law was a 
robber, for he felt the need of something beips 
secured to him by general consent, The law has 
grown to be adevil. Itisthe only support that 
private property has, By means of it one man 
controls the work of many men. The reserva- 
tion of private property makes thieves, Anarchy 
means the wish and the intention to wipe out all 
laws made by man, for it stands to argument that 
there is not one of them that is not acontra- 
diction and a hindranceof natural law. If, how- 
ever, it should be found that any statute law is 
for the good of all the people an anarchist would 
be the last person who could desire its repeal. 
He has sense enough to know when a law is for 
him or against hii, To be quiet while every- 
thing is passing against us is impossible. We 
must fight the force that encroaches all around. 
To stand still is to be overwhelmed. 

If the Bostonians do not wish to hang 
Mr. Henry they should luck him up. Such 
talk can result in nothing buttrouble, It 
was allowed in Chicago until the dynamite 
slaughter opened people’s eyes. If Mr. 
Henery is not checked his utterances will 
some day lead to violence, and then he and 
his followers will be sent to the gallows. 
The better plan isto take such disturbers 
of the public peace in hand as soon as they 
show their teeth, and not wait for them to 
carry out their scheme of wholesale robbery

The Nine Explorers A ag Have Crossed Af- 
rica. 
From the New York Sun, 

The ninth white man to cross Africa from 
sea to sea in the central regions has recently 
reached Zanzibar, and is now on his way home, 
He is Lieutenant Gleernp, who for three years has 
been in the service of the Intermationa!l association, 
When his term ofjservice expired nine months ago 
he was at Stanley Fatis station on the Congo. He 
was at liberty’*to make a comfortable voyage down 
the river on a steamer, and could havercached the 
Atlantic in abont a month. He chose, however, to 
make the toilsome eight months’ march to Zanzi- 
bar with an Arab caravan dispatched by Tippu 
Tib, the great Central African slave and ivory 
dealer. ree years on the Congo had not im. 
paired his viges or dulled his appetite for African 
adventure. His ronte was up the Congo to Nyan- 
gue. and then almost east to Tanganyika and the 

pdian ocean. 

Lieutenant Gleerup will doubtless be able to give 
many interesting facts about the depots the Arabs 
have established on the ypper Congo, and their 
remarkable advance down the river, where, for 
seyeral hundred miles, their influence is much 
greater than that of the Congo state. He also 
peged through the new German possessions, and 
will be able to acquaint us with the progress of 
this unique and problematical enterprise. 

Thirty-four years ago Livingstone was the first 
white man to cross Africa, It was in this famous 
trip from Loandato the Indian ocean that he re- 
vealed the upper Zambesi valley to the world and 
discovered the great Victoria falls. Ten years ago 
Cameron crossed the continent from Zanzibar to 
Benguela, thwartedin his ambition to follow the 
Congo to the sea by his inability to procure canoes. 
Stanley alittle later solved the ngo problem. 
Wissmwan, five years ago, was the first to cross the 
continent from west to east, traversing much new 
territory and discovering a monarch in Central 
Africa who was able to honor his visitor by open- 
ing a bottle of champagne from Paris. About the 
same time Matteuci and Massari followed a route 
that was supposed to be impracticable, traveling 
from the Red sea through the fierce Mohammedan 
states south of the Sahara and attaining the mouth 
of the Niger in safety, though so fever worn that 
Matteuci died the very week he reached London.

A Saleswoman’s Complaint. 
From the Chicago Inter Ocean. 

“Say, reporter,” exclaimed a saleswoman in 
a Chicago shop, ‘‘if you have nothing else to write 
about, can’t you wield your pen in our interesi?”’ 

“Why, what's the matter?”’ 

‘Well, the matter is that the girls and women 
who have fathers and husbands to take care of 
them, come down town and work for wages that 
are fast becoming standards, and are slowly redu- 
cing us to starvation. Do you see that pretty girl 
over there at the lace counter’ Well, she is a Jew- 
ess, and lives on Sangamon street. Her father is a 
well-to-do traveling man, and allows her clothes 
and board. She expects to be married next year, 
and is only working for money to spend in extras 
for her toilet. She bas been here about two years. 
Some time agothe head ofthe department called 
her to the office to dismiss her because she flirte1 
somuch. She beggedtobe retained and yolun- 
teered areduction ofhersalary. Then she was 
gettsng $10, and ever since the reprimand she has 
received but $8. The result was, alot of us were 
reduced, and if she offers to work for $5, I presume 
= will have to stand another cut or gosomewhere 
else. 

‘The firm is one of the best in the city. We have 
chairs to sit on during dull hours, close at 5:30 
every day and noon on Saturday, and get a vaea- 
tion every year. But the fact remaing thatthe 
rich girls who are lucky enough to have homes of 
their own, are actually cutting the throats of girls 
fixedasIam. I get nine dol a week, and have 
no help from any source whatever. My car fare te 
sixty cents a week, and my board and washing 
amounts to four dollars,so you see I am a long time 
buying a dress or paying for shoes. My condition 
is the same as hundreds of others, but I don’t see 
any way of improvingit until better fed girls get 
out of the business. The firm wont help us. 
Why should it?” These swell clerks come around, 
ask for work ;are willing to accept small wages‘and 
are able tomake a good appearance. They wear 
nice clothes, look pretty, and are hired. You can’t 
blame the heads for taking them, because it is an 
advantage to the store to be able to boast of stylish 
help, and besides, they attract customers. ‘I have 
frequently read in the papers suspicious accounts 
of finely dressed dry goods clerks, but any charges 
that reflects adversely on our reputations are 
false, maliciously false. There are none butthe 
mest respectable women inthis store, and when 
critics say such a girl ean not afford to wear jewel- 
ry: or that another is not able to wear silk dresses, 
they don’t know what they are talking about.

en years, 

The result is that in_ that little city over $150,- 
000 has been raised aud expended in snch build- 
ings, in the past two years,and every building is 
oceupied by successfn| manufacturers, and Dover 
isonsuch a boom of prosperity as she has not 
known for many ears. In the 
city of Brookten, ass., a similar 
movement inaugurated some years ago with 
oq favorable results, -

Saturday evenings at the station they congregate, 
and, where whisky is obtainable, there are scenes — 
of the wildest sort.

The great lumber mills are what eat the beauti- 
ful forests away most rapidly, This fiue timber 
is e;ual to any in the world in many respects.

The Shock General in All the States—The 
Damage Done. 

New York, August 31.—Since the earth- 
quake shock there has been no telegraphic 
communication with Charleston, S. C., from 
any pointin the country. Telegraph authori- 
ties have been unable to get press dispatches 
or other communications from there, This cir- 
cumstance occasions great concern. That sec- 
tion of the country seems to have been thecen- 
ter of the disturbance. 

Savannah, Ga., reports that the shock was 
the severest ever felt in that locality. 

It is known that a bridge in the vicinity of 
Charleston was shaken from its foundations 
and the wires all lost, but that is not so Seri- 
ous as the fact that various other points, 
through which there should be commupica- 
tion with the city, are unable to get anything 
from within several miles of the place. 

EXCITEMENT IN COLUMBIA, 

Cotvmera, 8, C,, August 31.—[Special.|— 
The residents of Columbia arein a state of 
dreadful alarm tonight.on account of about a 
dozen distinct shocks of earthquake, some of 
tremendous severity, which have been felt 
here within the past three hours. Nothing 
like it hasever been known in this latitude 
before, The first shock which lasted at least 
twenty seconds occurred at exactly twelve 
minutes before ten o’clock and was felt sensi- 
bly all over the city. Amn immense political 
meeting was holding in the courthouse when 
something like a panic was occasioned by vio- 
lent vibratory motions of the building. The 
plastering began falling and the whole struc: 
ture was rocked to and fro. Simultaneously 4 
roar like the booming of distant artillery was 
heard and this lent additional terror to the 
situation. At first it was thought 
that a tornado had struck Columbia, 
but a glance into the bright, starry heavens 
dissipated this idea. A number of terrified 
citizens screamed, ‘“carthquake!’’ “earth- 
quake!” andthere was a‘ stampede of candi- 
datesand voters. Several jumped from the 
windows, but none were much hurt, When 
your correspondent gained the sidewalk, the 
motions had pretty well ceased. The crowd 
rushed out pell mell, and the afirighted citi- 
zens hastened to their several homes. I meta 
crowd of men on the pavement, who stated 
that they had been almost stunned by the 
shock. Two young men near the courthouse 
were dashed violently to the ground. Other 
less severe shocks followed in a few minutes. 
Bricks and plastering fell from bnildings 
along Law range, where most of the people 
were passing, and it was 
feared that some of the )uildings would 
be hurled to the earth. Your correspondent 
was standing near the corner of Main and 
Washington streets about twenty minutes 
past 10 o'clock, immediately in the 
shadow of a three-story brick baild- 
ing when he heard another roar anf 
the walls avd bricks began shaking, 
fell to the pavement. He attempted to move 
away from the building into the middle of the 
street, when he was thrown intothe brick 
drain apd dislocated his shoulder. Others 
near were served roughly, but as far asis 
known none are seriously injured, In vari- 
ous parts of the city houses sustained terrific 
shocks, in many cases their chimneys being 
toppled over, Many substantial brick walls 
were so badly shaken as to cause them to 
erack.. Tonight all is confusion about the 
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is in a state of 


streets, and itis impossible to state the ex~ 
tent of the damage. At this hour, midnight, 
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children — are huddled about in 
groups in the middle of the street. 
They are afraid to risk their houses, The 
scene in Oalvary Baptist church was very dra- 
matic, The building was filled with worship- 
pers when the earthquake happended. They 
were badly scared and a panic ensued. The walls 
trembled so violently that everybody feared 
they would fallin. Some of the more devout 
members fell upon their knees and continued 
to pray lustily, thinking the end of the world 
had come. Brief telegraphic reports from 
points within a radius of fifty miles from Co- 
lumbia in all directions state that 
several shocks were felt between ten and 
eleven o’clock. There is no doubt that 
this earthquake is by far the most violent ever 
known in South Carelina, In 1814 Colambia 
felt two severe shocks, one of which rent in 
twain a massive wall facing the buildings in 
the campus of the South Carolina colloge. 
Thiswas patched up with iron clasps, the 
crack being still visible. In. 1837 Columbia 
was again shakem up roughly, Since then 
there has not been any shock till tonight. At 
two minutes before one o’clock another slight 
shock was felt and five minutes later another 
severe one oecurred. 
EXCITEMENT IN RICHMOND. 


RICHMOND, Va., August 31.—A shock of 
earthquake was felt here at 9:55 p.m. Honses 


were shaken and in some instances severely. 


Many persons ran into the streets, some half 
dressed, The shock was generally felt 
throughout the city, and the excitement was 
It is said by many persons to have 


intense, 
been a heavier shock than the one which oc- 
curred here on the night of December 22ad, 
1875. To increwe the excitement, the pris- 
oners in penitentiary (about 800 in number) 
became panic stricken and began a great out- 
cry and hammering on the doors ofthe cells. 
The guards on duty endeavored to*quiet them 
without effect, whereupon the firealarm was 
turned in to arouse the citizens and soon there- 
after, a call for military was sounded by the 
fire bells. The call was promptly responded 


to, and in a few minutes soldiers 
were hastening to the scene. Company 
after company reported for duty in 


rapid succession, one colored company being 
first on the ground. While this was going on, 
the streets leading to the penitentiary were 
crowded with people, excited to an intense de- 
gree by exaggerated reports that one of the 
walls of the penitentiary had fallen and killed 
a number of convicts, and that many of them 
had gotten out of their cells, and the guards 
were unable to control them, all of which, 
however, proyed to be unfounded. In a half 
hour’s time from 8,000 to 10,000 people were 
in the vicinity of the penitentiary. At 11:30 
Governor Lee drove out to the scene, but be- 
fore he arrived everything had become quiet, 
the military being on duty and tHe prisoners 
in their cells. When the panic first occurred 
fifteen prisoners got out of their cells by break- 
ing insecure bars of transoms over the 
cell doors, but they were soon secured without 
much trouble, the guard firing several shots in 
the air to bring them under subjection. 

Telegrams from Danville, Petersburg, Nor- 
folk, and Ashland and other points, state that 
the shock was similar in most respects to the 
one felt here. The time of duration is re’ 
ported from 30 seconds to 3 minutés and the 
course from east to west. 

IN OTHER PLACES, 

WASHINGTON, August 31.—At 9:55 tonicht 
a very decided vibration of the earth was felt 
in Washington and in a few minutes advices 
began to arrive that the disturbance covered 
almost the entire country, 
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and a few seconds later. It was felt in all 
parts of the city, and created considerable 
consternation, Several meetings in progress 
in various parts of the city were broken up by 
the frightened members, thinking the build- 
ings were falling, rushing from the halls into 
the street. Atthe Albaugh opera house the 
large audience became frightened by the shak- 
ing of the building and stampeded. The 
occupants of the galleries, mainly gentlemen, 
jumped to their feet as soon asthe shaking 
began and rushed pell mel] down the stairs, 
falling over one another in their efforts to 
escape from the building, and stopped for 
nothing until they reached the street. 
The audience in the lower part of the 
house, which was composed priggipally of 
ladies, were less frightemed than the 
galleries and a few left their seats. The per- 
formers went on with their piece and quiet 
was soon restored, No one was inja 
People on the street did not feel the shock. 
and the first knowledge they had of the oc- 
currence.was obtained from the sight.of the 
frightenedsinmates‘of the houses rushing from 
them into the streets. The Western Union 
operator at Bowie, Md., about twenty miles 
from telegraphed, that the earthquake cracked 
the walls of his station and stopped the 
clock, 

Professor Simon Newcomb, of the Nautical 
Almanac, furnishes the followiag figures re- 
garding the earthquake. The first shock oc- 
curred at 9:53:20; second schoeks abous 9:54:30. 
It lasted until 9:59. No reports of any serious 
damage in the city have been received. 

In Detroit, at 11 o’clock, the shock caused 
considerable excitement in this city. It was 
of short duration, but was distinctly felt in 
different parts of the town.

In Chattanooga a shock was felt, which 
lasted fully twenty seconds.

The move- 
ment was from the southwest, It was notice- 
able in the top floors of houses, making chan- 
deliers swing and giving the people a distinct 
sensation Of moving from side to side, Oue 
shock only occurred, lasting about two sec- 
onds. 

A slight but distinct shock of earthquake 
was felt in Birmingham at 8:57 o'clock. Re- 
ports of a similar occurrence come from sur- 
rounding towns in all directions. Poople 
came out of all the ‘hotels to the streets, f - 
stances are reported by telephone from all 
over the city of pictures being shaken on 
wallsand chandeliers distinctly agitated.

REV. SAM SMALL, 


HiS RETURN TO ATLANTA AFTER 
AN EXTBNDED TOUR. 
Oe ree ete on 8 ee et, 

He Discusses the Prohibition Question in Migsour|— 
The Warrensburg Campmeoting a Great Relig+« 
ious Succesa— He Tell About the Trouble 
With the Germans in Obio. 


Rev. Sam Small returned to the city yester- 
day afternoon from an e@vangelistis tour with 
Rev. Sam Jones, covering some six weeks at 
points in the west, north and east. He was 
busy at his desk in the library of his now and 
cosy home on Capitol avenue last evening 
when he cordially consented to an interview. 
Mr. Small suffers somewhat bronchially from 
his long tour and ont-door preaching, but 
otherwise is in good health and spirit, main. 
taining his “fighting weight” to the ounce. 

{ \“‘Where are you from now?” 

Brother Jones and I have just returned from 
Round Lake Camp meeting, near Saratoga 

New York. We had a great meeting there for 
five days and met as grand a class of people as 
we have found anywhere in America, The 
audiences were large, enthusiastic and oretty 
solidly religious.”’ — 
“Where were you before going to Roand 

Lake?’ 

‘We began this last series of meetings in 

Missouri, Brother Jones had engagements to 
make a dozen temperance addresses at as many 

points, and I started ‘the campmeeting at 
Warrensburg, which we ‘finished up together, 

We had 

HOT TIMES IN MISSOURI 

over the prohibition question. The proposi- 

tien there is tosubmit an amendment to the 

constitution in the interest of prohibition. 

The democratic press and politicians are gen- 

erally fighting it, and they naturally took of- 

fense at Sam Jones in particular, and at both 
of usin general for our prohibition senti- 

ments. They jumped upon Jones in the 
newspapers savagely, but soon found they had 
tackled a typhoon and didn’t know what to 
do with it. He fairly wiped the earth up with 
them and they were soon glad enough to tarn 

him loose-” 

“What did they say?’ 

“Oh, they had nothing to say except to dole 
out the old-time, exploded lies about his being 
hired to injure the dem@ocratic party, and a lot 
of likerubbisb. They soon saw nobody would 
swallow such nonsense and they were out of 
ammunition. I believe his speeches made 
many thousands of votes for prohibition in Mis- 
souri and the question is sure te be the pre- 
vailing one in the politics ofthat state at an 
early day.’ 

A GREAT RELIGIOUS WORK. 

“How about your religious work?’ 

“The Warrensburg meeting was attended by 
from 7,000 to 12,000 people every day during 
one of the hottest and dustiest weeks I have 
ever experiéneed. Ihayealetter here from 
the pastor there, who says the resuit has been 
the greatest religious awakening that country 
has ever known and that ali the churches are 
every week receiving many earnest and sub- 
stantial members in consequence,” 

OHIO CRANKS ON THEIR EARS, 

“Then you wentto Ohioand hada pretiy 
lively time from the newspaper accounts ?”’ 

“Yes, it was interesting for awhile. The 
Loveiand meeting passed off very quietly, but 
at Lancaster and Urbana there was music in 
the air for several days, and the cranks, as 
usual, were furnishing the howling. You see 
they have a miserable, suffiing, bastard liquor 
tax lawin Ohio, to which the republican 
party iscommitted. It was concocted by tus 
aid of the liquor and beer interests as a stop- 
gag to the prohibitionists, but has failed to do 

its perfect work. When Sam Jones and my: 
self pitched into the beery, bloated, rotten 
thing, and denounced it with al! the vigor 
we could command, we stirred up a first- 
clas® riot all around us. A _ good 
many of thé Methodist republican preachers 
were the stannch defenders of the 


Dow law and, of Course, got 
both their hair and hides tangled up with our 
circular-saw attacks ppon their pet scheme. 
They ripped arvund cvusiteraply, pur the 
people were with us and they had to subside. 
The politicians blustered and cursed around at 
a great rate, but nobody regarded them. Then 
the whole kennel of country editors turned 
loose their ink kegs and lye pots upon us, but 
we soon had their imitation lion skins stretch- 
ed upon poles, and left the little asses braying 
in the middleof the big road and all the psople 
laughing at them. The entertainment was 
lively and Inudicrous while it lasted, I assure 
you.” 
THE DUTCH HURRAH. 

“How did you both come to otfend the Ger- 
mans so deeply?” 

“T guess it must have been because we made 
a few remarks that could be construed as 
derogatory to beer. Brother Jones quoted 
some one to the eflect that ‘beer 
is good for the German stomach, but nearly 
always fatal to the human stomach,’ and I 
once said, ‘ihis American people are not yet 
ready to turn their country over to the devil, 
the Dutch and the dun cow.’ These remarks 
seem to have hurt the feelings of some of the 
Geimans; but-the real trouble was due to our 
open and eaustic denunciation of the Ohio 
German leagues for warfare against all forms 
of liquor Jegislation and all laws enforcing re 
spect fer the Sabbath day. We denounced 
these Cerman innovations as treasonable, 
hellish and full of scoundrelism of anarchy, 
and warned the people not to tolerate avy 
such unlawful and disloyal,un-American com- 
binations. This made the Datech furious 
against us, but the sentiments were everywhere 
applauded tothe echo by the native Amer- 
icans, That fact shows us plainly enough 
which way the wind is blowing in this 
country.’’ 

“What abouttheir refusing to join in the 
Cincinnati exposition parade if you and Sam 
Jones were to be in it’” 

‘*That is what they threatened, but they 
might bave saved their froth if they had re- 
membered who we are. Itis hardly probable 
thateitherSam Jones or myself would be 
found at the head of « procession in. which a 
dozen distilleries and thirty-three breweries 
are represented with all their tinse] and trap 
pings. Welove the people of Cincinnmati and 
are the staunch friemds of their great and pro- 
gressive enterprises, but we are the uncom- 
promising foes of all her whisky and beer in- 
terests and supporters.” 

THE CARTERSVILLE MEETING, 

“What are you and Mr. Jones going to do 
next?’ | 

“We begin the annual September meeting 


at Cartersville on Friday morning and con- 
tinue it for ten days. Tae 
liberality 0} Brother Jones and 


bis fellow citizens has resulted in the erection 
there of a large and permanent tabernacle.

Just before the Richmond and Danville pas- 
senger train left the union passenger depot 
yesterday morning, a neatly dressed, gentle- 
manly looking young fellow walked up to the 
ticket office; and pulling outa roll of bills, 
said: 

“Give me a ticket to Charlotte, please.’’ 

As he spoke he threw two five dollar bills 
through the window. The ticket seller reach- 
ed upd and taking the ticket from the rack 
— it. With one hand'he pushed the 
board out and with the other gathe the 
money in. The ticket purchaser remained be- 
fore the window until his change was handed 
out, then turning upon his heels, he started 
through the gate; but just as he 
turned, Patrolman Abbott brought a 
hand down lightly upon his shoulder, saying: 

“T want you.”’ 

“For what?” asked the young man as he 
began to tremble. 

“Oh, nothing. I just want you. Please 
come with me quietly and saye yourself 
trouble.” 

The young man was Daniel R. Powers, and 
in a few minutes he found himself securely 
locked behind a cell door at police headquar- 
ters while his name was entered upon the 
criminal docket. PoWers is charged with 
cheating and swindling. On Friday last he 
entered Boylan’s clothing ‘house on Decatur 
street, and pulling outa fine looking watch, 
expressed a desire to trade it for some cloth- 
ing. To Mr. Boylan Powers said that 

the watch was gold, and that it 
had been given him by his father, but that he 
was hard up and was compelled to sell it. He 
asserted that the watch was worth ninety dol- 
larg, and offered it for a suit of clothes and 
seventy-five dollars in money. Mr. Boylan 
examined the watch, but was not thoroughly 
satisfied with its appearance, and declined to 
trade. Powers then left the store, and going 
to J. M. Dyke’s jewelry store,on Decatur street, 
offered him two dollars and a half for a ser- 
tificate that the watch was gold, and well 
worth ninety dollars. Dykes examined the 
watch and declined to give the certificate, be- 
cause, in his opinion, the watch was not worth 
more than twenty dollars. On the next day 
Powersagain entered the store,and approaching 
Mr. Boylan handed him a paper stating that 
the watch was gold, and that it was worth 590 
easily. The certificate bore Dyke’s name to 
the betton, and being well acquainted with the 
jeweler’s honesty, Mr. Boylan agreed to trade 
with Powers. After some little ta'k Powers 
agreed to take a suit of clothes and $25 for 
the watch. Monday morning Mr. Boylan as- 
certained that the signature to the certificate 
bad been forged, and then ascertained that 
the watch was plated and not worth more than 
$20. He then began a search for Powers and 
late in the day found him. When Powers 
was confronted with his rascality, he 
agreed to give up the _ clothes 
and $20, saying that he did not havea dollar 
left. Mr. Boylan accepted the compromise 
but feeling satisfied that Powers had more 
money, related the circumstances to a detective 
and asked him to watch the man.

THE GOOD CITIZENS OF THE THOR- 
OUGHFAREB CON VENED.

The Meeting Turns Out to bea Small Ons, in Whioh 
a Few Gentlemen Do the Talking—While the 
Meeting Is Yéet in Session the Harth- 
quake Comes Up-The Details. 


Last night about fifty or sixty citizens of 
Atlanta who either reside on Collins street, or 


own property thereon, assembled at the court 
house in response to a call in yesterday’s Con- 
errruTion. The meeting was called to order 
and Mr. R. M. Farrar was elected chairman. 
Mr. J. J. Verner was requested to act as secre. 


ire. J. T. Carter in stating the object of the 
meeting said that it had been called for the 
purpose of consulting as to the best interests of 
the residents and property owners on Collins 
street. Mr. Carter said that this object was 
expressed in 
THE RESOLUTIONS 

which he would offer for the consideration of 
the meeting. The resolutions deciare that 
the presence of a number of disreputable 
houses on the southern extremity of Collins 
street had placed an unmerited stigma on the 
fair name of the strevt and had materially in- 
jured the value of property. The resolutions 
declare these houses a nuisance and ask that 
the city authorities be requested to suppress 
them at once. 

Mr, Carter moved the adoption of these res- 
olutions. F 

Mr. J. D. Collins stated that he was inter- 
ested in the meeting as he was the 
owner of property on Collins  atreet. 
The street had been named for his father, It 
hed never had any unpleasant associations 
until after the war. The first house rented 
for a disreputable object on this street was ob- 
tained for that purpose without the knowleige 
of the owner. This, of course, caused the 
decline of property in that immediate quarter 
and since that a i certain portion 
of the street had been sur- 
rerdered to such houses, Mr. Collins said he 
was not able to Jose the rent of the houses he 
owned on that street, and he thought the reso- 
lutions would work a a injustice to him, 
He said that he thonght it ought to satisfy 
everybody to have the name of the street 
changed from Decatur street out to the rail- 
road. This would place all the disreputable 
portion of the street under another name and 
would relieve the residence portion of the 
street free from any confusion with the other. 

Mr. Convolly—Why not change the name of 
the street from Decatur north, and let the 
— next to the railroad be called Collins 
still? 

Several voices—Yes. That is right. 

Dr. Crichton said he would not consent to 
the proposition made by Mr, Collins. He 
favored a suppression of the nuisance and 
then a change of the name. 

Mr. J.C. Peck said Collins was as good a 
name as any fora street. What was needed 
was the removal of the cause of com- 
plaint, and of disrepute to the street. 

Mr, Carter’s resolution was adopted. 

_ Mr. A. P. Youngblood said that if the meet- 
ing

it Was necessary to go to work with a deter- 
mination to succeed and to adopt the most 
practical means tothatend. He offered a res- 
oiution for the appointment of a committee to 
take charge of the matter, if necessary, to em- 
ploy counsel to press the‘case of the residents 
of Collins street against the houses of ill repute 
on that street. 

Mr. J. 8. Peck said he saw no necessity for 
the employment of counsel. It was the duty 
of the city counsel to abate nuisances when 
they are proved to be such. 

Mr. Youngblood—My resolution says that 
counsel is to be employed “if necessary.” If 
we can got what we want without counsel, 
all the better. 

Mr. Youngblood’s resolution was‘then adopt- 

without a dissen voice, 

‘The chair appoin he following commit- 
tee to take charge of the matter: 

J.T. Carter, E.M. Roberts, H. P. Grant, 
Robinson and Dr. F. H, Peck. The members 
of the committee will appear before the coun- 
cil with the petition for the abatement of the 
nuisance complained of. 

Nearly all those present signed the petition 
to the council. It will receive other signatures 
and will be presented to the council at the 
next meeting. 

The general sentiment of the meeting seem- 
ed to be decidedly in fayor of removing the 
beuses which are complained of. 

No action was taken on the proposed chauge 
of name of the street. It was stated that the 
object was first to secure a suppression of the 
houses, and then to have the name of the 
etreet changed.

A Young Men is Arrested for Cheating and Swindling 
~Another fs Charged With Larceny—He Was 
Bcnt to Jail—~Tney Went to the Stockede 

—Another Cutting Serape—Pickup 


Just before the Richmond and Danville pas- 
senger train left the union passenger depot 
yesterday morning, a neatly dressed, gentle- 
manly looking young fellow walked up to the 
ticket office; and pulling out a roll of bills, 
said: 

“Give me a ticket to Charlotte, plesse.’’ 

As hespoke he threw two five dollar bills 
through the window. The ticket seller reach- 
ed ud and taking the ticket from the rack 
eee it. With one hand'he pushed the 
board outand with the other gathe the 
money in. The ticket purchaser remained be- 
fore the window until his change was handed 
out, then turning upon his heels, he started 
through the gate; but just as he 
turned, Patrolman Abbott brought a 
band down lightly upon his shoulder, saying: 

“T want you.” 

“For what?” asked the young manas he 
began to tremble. 

“Oh, nothing. I just want you. Please 
come with me quietly and saye yourself 
trouble.” 7 

The young man was Daniel R. Powers, aud 
in a few minutes he found himself securely 
locked behind a cell door at police headquar- 
ters while his name was entered upon the 
criminal docket. PoWers is charged with 
cheating and swindling. On Friday last he 
entered Boslan’s clothing house on Decatur 
street, and pulling outa fine looking watch, 
expressed a desire to trade it for some cioth- 
ing. To Mr. Boylan Powers said that 
the watch was gold, and that it 
had been given him by his father, but that he 
was bard up and was compelled to sell it. He 
asserted that the watch was worth ninety dol- 
larg, and offered it for a suit of clothes and 
seventy-five dollars in money. Mr. Boylan 
examined the watch, but was not thoroughly 
satisfied with its appearance, and declined to 
trade. Powers then left the store, and going 
to J. M. Dyke’s jewelry store,on Decatur street, 
offered him two dollars and a half for a cer- 
tificate that the watch was gold, and well 
worth ninety dollars.

After some little ta'k Powers 
agrecd to take a suit of clothes and $25 for 
the watch. Monday morning Mr. Boylan as- 
certained that the signature to the certificate 
bad been forged, and then ascertained that 
the watch was plated and not worth more than 
$20. He then began a search for Powers and 
late in the day found him. When Powers 
was confronted with his rascality, he 
agreed to ve up the _ clothes 
and $20, saying that he did not havea dollar 
left.

THB GOOD CITIZENS OF THE THOR- 
' OUGHFARB CON VENED. 
ee te are em ae 
The Meeting Turns Out to bea Small One, in Which 
a Few Gentlemen Do the Talking—While the 
Meeting Is Yet in Session the Barth- 
quake Comes Up-The Details. 


Last night about fifty or sixty citizens of 
Atlanta who either reside on Collins street, or 
own property thereon, assembled at the court 
house in response to a call in yesterday’s Con- 
eTrruTION. The meeting was called to order 
and Mr. R. M. Farrar was elected chairman. 
Mr. J. J. Verner was requested to actas secre: 


tary. 

Mr. J. T. Carter in stating the object of the 
meeting said that it had been called for the 
purpose of consulting as to the best interests of 
the residents and property owners on Collins 
street. Mr. Carter said that this object was 
expressed in 

THE RESOLUTIONS 

which he would offer for the consideration of 
the meeting. The resolutions declare that 
the presence of a number of disreputable 
honses on the southern extremity of Collins 
street had placed an unmerited stigma on the 
fair name of the street and had materially in- 
jured the value of property. The resolutions 
declare these houses a nuisance and ask that 
the city authorities be requested to suppress 
them at once, 

Mr, Carter moved the adoption of these res- 
olutions. : 

Mr. J. D. Collins stated that he was inter- 
ested in the meeting as he was the 
owner of property on Collins street. 
The street had been named forhis father. It 
hed never had any unpleasant associations 
until after the war. The first house rented 
for a disreputable object on this street was ob- 
tained for that purpose without the knowleige 
of the owner. This, of course, caused the 
decline of property in that immediate quarter 
and since that a certain portion 
of the street had been sur- 
re:dered to such houses, Mr. Collins said he 
was not able to Jose the rent of the houses he 
owned on that street, and he thought the reso- 
Jutions would work a t injustice to him, 
He said that he thought it ought to satisfy 
everybody to have the name of the street 
changed from Decatur street out to the rail- 
road. This would place all the disreputable 
portion of the street under another name and 
would relieve the residence portion of the 
street free from any confusion with the other. 

Mr. Connolly—Why net change the name of 
the street from Decatur north, and let the 
= next to the railroad be called Collins 
stil)? 

Several voices—Yes. That is right. 

Dr. Crichton said he would not consent to 
the proposition made by Mr. Collins. He 
favored a suppression of the nuisance and 
then a change of the name. 

Mr. J.C. Peck said Collins was as good a 
name as any fora street. What was needed 
was the removal of the cause of com- 
plaint, and of disrepute to the street. 

Mr, Carter’s resolution was adopted. 

_ Mr. A. P. Youngblood said that if the meet- 
ing 

; MEANT BUSINESS 

if Was necessary to go to work with a deter- 
mination to succeed and to adopt the most 
practical means tothat end. He offered a res- 
olution for the appointment of a committee to 
take charge of the matter, if necessary, to em- 
ploy counsel to press the‘case of the residents 
of Collins street against the houses of ill repute 
on that street. 

Mr. J. 8. Peck said he saw no necessity for 
the employment of counsel. It was the duty 
of the city counsel to abate nuisances when 
they are proved to be such. 

Mr. Youngblood—My resolution says that 
counsel is to be employed “if necessary.” If 
we can get what we want without counsel, 
all the better. 

Mr. Youngblood’s resolution was‘then adopt- 

witbout a dissen voice, : 

‘The chair appoin he following commit- 
tee to take charge of the matter: 

J.T. Carter, E.M. Roberts, H, P. Grant, 
Rebinsen and Dr. F. H. Peck. The members 
of the committee will appear before the coun- 
cil with the petition for the abatement of the 
nuisance complained of. 

Nearly all those present signed the petition 
to the council. It will receive other signatures 
and will be presented to the council at the 
next meeting. 

The general sentiment of the meeting seem- 
ed to be decidedly in favor of removing the 
herses Which are complained of. 

No action was taken on the proposed chauge 
of name of the street. It was stated that the 
object was first to secure a suppression of the 
houses, and then to have the name of the 
etreet changed.

The whole country had a sensation last 
nightin the shape of an earthquake. 

The shock was felt in Atlanta at five min- 
utes to 9 o’clock, and appears to have been 
uniform throughout the city, The damage, as 
far as accertained, is slight, but the strain on 
the nerves was terrific. A slight nausea be- 
spoke its melancholy in perhaps 50,000 stom- 
achs a few minutes after the rumbling shock 
bad passed. The commotion lasted perhaps 
three minutes. 

This earthquake was freely predicted. The 
disturbance in Charleston on Friday and in 
Augusta on Saturday, led manyto expect a 
similar shock here some time during Tuesday‘ 

Our dispatches indicate that this earth- 
quake is general, and is not simply the tailing 
of the Charleston-Augusta earthquake. 

This is Atlanta’s second earthyuake, There 
was a perceptible shock eleven yearsago. li 
came at night and at about the same hour as 
last night's. Thestorm center of that earth- 
quake, as far as Georgia was concerned, was 
Madison, and Athens was much worse shaken 
up than Atlanta. 

Tne CONSTITUTION reporters circulated 
through the city upto midnight and found 
groups of people still standing on the side- 
walks. Larger numbers were still dressed 
and awake and announced their determina- 
tion of setting up all night. A vicious im- 
preesion prevailed that the thing was coming 
back at midnight—probably started by the 
fellow who always says, when a rattlesnake 
is killed, that its mate is sure to be in the 
neighborhood.

How the Strange Occurrence Felt in At- 
lanta, 

THE CowsTITUTION building has six floors 
and is five stories above ground and sits on

Macon, Ga., August 31.—[Special.|—At 8:49 
tonight your correspondent was sitting near 
the city hall when the first shock of an earth- 
quake shook the building. For an instant 
there wasacalm, and then a severer shock, 
lasting nearly a minute, which caused the 
building to rock perceptibly. Tse ground 
rumbled and a queer roaring noise 
seemed to pass under the city from east to 
west.

their small grain did not vield at all, and to avoid 
Starvation they were makingtheir way to Lee 
county, where they had relatives and friends to 
take care of them. In Llano the wells were all 
coing dry in the town, and there was no water in 
the creeks at Oxford. I was compelled to drive 
two miles to water my horses, as Big Sandy river 
was perfectly dry. The people of Fredericksburg, 
with few exceptions, are impecunious. On the 
route pastures are entirely driedup and cattle have 
been driven away for water. Numerous cotton 
fields will rot produce one bale to tive acres. 
Water tanks, where there are any, have _ tobe 
guarded. There is no water or grass from Menarda- 
ville to Paint Rock in the county, and on the road 
Isaw ebout seventy dead cattle which died of 
thirst and starvation. Between Concho and Men- 
ardville it is barren, no rain haying fallen ino 
eighteen months. ‘:rass has entirely disappeared, 
and the prairies are as dusty asa’ traveled road. 
About Ballinger, in Runnells county, the county 
is in like deplorable condition. I met rain at Cole- 
man City, but it comes too late todo much good, 
TLere has been much saidin the newspapers con- 
cerning the destitution of the people in Coleman, 
Runnells, Callahan, Taylor and other counties, 
and every word of it is true, and half of the suffer- 
ing has not been told. The corn came up splen ‘id, 
but it never got higher than twelve inches, when 
it blasted and died, while nothing atall can be 
seen in the cotton fields,”’ 

One result of all this will be to check the 
tide of immigration that has been tlowing 
into Texas. Inthe end this will be bene- 
ficial. Texas has grown toorapidly. Be- 
tween the cyclone and the drouth she has 
been severely sconrged, and there will bea 
general readjustment of population. Cer- 
tain localities will be virtually abandoned, 
and other more favored districts will take a 
new start. J’verything will be straightened 
out in time.

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THE YELLOW PINE. 


During a recent trip through southern 
Georgia 1 was most particularly struck with the 
varied and general utility of the yellow pine tree, 
Besides, it isa very peculiar tree in many respects. 
If you cut agirdle one inch deep, continuously all 
around the tree, it will die, The cireulation of 
sap seems to be between the wood and bark, en- 
tirely, andthe fleshy membrane which ts the me- 
dim of circulation, is tough and leathery, sepa- 
rating readily from sap or bark. Let this be sevy- 
ered and the Jargest pine is killed. This sap con- 
tains @ great deal of saccharine matter and sours 
readily,so that fermentation during summer is 
transmitted from tree to tree, the death of one 
frequentiy causing the death of quite an area 
arcund it. 

A “lightwood,” or “pitch” pine, is about as solid 
after death as before. Virst the straw turns yel- 
low and drops off, then the bark is gradually cast 
aside, and finally all that softer shell of recent 
growth, which is called the sap portion of the tree, 
and there isa solid tree of resinous pine, with its 
roots imbedded in the soil, and the stormsof many 
centuries may beat in vain about its gaunt, skele- 
ton-like form. These lightwood trees are of vast 
use tothe inhabitants. They make an underpin- 
ning for buildings as solid as brick. There is 
nothing in the world superior as post material, and 
for any frame work that is constantly exposed to 
the weather, this resinous pine is used. It is im- 
pervigus"to water, and never rots, Then they

A turpentine farm must be seen to be apprecia- 
ted. When a farm is first pitched the boxes are cut 
one to three in a pine, according to size. The trees 
are counted into crops of so many thousand, and 
this is calied a virgincrop. The queer little gauge 
called a buck is then brought to bear and a streak 
is cnt above the box, which issimply a deep oval 
notch, pointing downward so as to lead the gum 
which exudes into the box below. These boxes 
are made tohold abouta quart. This first run is 
as Clear as oil, andisthefinest ofall. After being 
dipped out with a paddle, it is distilled, and the 
hard rosin left is sometimes as white and clear as 
glass. It is very beautiful, and brings a good 
price in the great naval stores markets, Sec- 
ond yéars’ gum is not as good in quality, but fully 
so in  uantity. Third year boxes, when the 
monthly hackings have made the scar high up, 
are still poorer, and from then on the crops hardly 
pay for working. 

Just about the roughest beings that ever cursed a 
country are some of these turpentine negroes. 
They are paid by the box, $1 to $1.50 per hundred 
for box gutting, and furnished so much rations. 
The old rule was a peck of meal, seven pounds of 
bacon, anda quart of syrup. Other provisions the 
darky must pay for himself, They are given 
shanties to live in, and there, amid filth and 
vermin, they sleep and eat. Sometimes they will 
get together nights and sing and preach and pray 
until after midnight, and then, at the callof the 
woodsman, they are up and going by early dawn. 
Saturday evenings at the station they congregate, 
and, where whisky is obtainable, there are scenes 
of the wildest sort. That is what caused so many 
of those wiregrass counties to go dry. Liquor 
demoralized the laborers tosuch an extent that it 
was ruinous. There is notsomuch moneyin tur- 
pentine as there was five years ago, but men sfill 
manage to farm it. : 


The great lumber mills are what eat the beanti- 
ful forests away most rapidly. This fine timber 
isequal to any in the world in many respects, In 
carpentry now it is j{frequently *put on in panels 
with the natural color and polish of the wood ex- 
posed. Millions of dollars are invested in th® 
manufacture of rough lumber in the forests. 
Tramways are built into the woods. Stockades 
are built out there for mules and timber carts, and 
the great logs many feet in length are transferred 
tothe mill where they are rapidly cut into squar 
edinumber, plank or scantling, and this is loaded- 
on Cars for some seaport, thence finding its way to 
&ll parts of {tbe habitable world. At some of the 
larger mills planers are run, and there area few 
that employ a force of skilled mechanics, who 
plan a house complete, cut all the parts forit, and 
then ship it west where the buyer has nothin g to 
do but put it together by the plans and numbers 
which accompany it. 

The rail splitter: and new ground clearer are 
two great mischief makers. An ignorant back- 
woodsman, with a sharp ax, will deforest many 
acresinoneday. He fre yuently gets it into his 
head that he willclear a certain field. He goes 
and girdles the trees, gets too lazy, too pooror 
too indifferent to complete the job, and the land 
lies there for years, and becomes an ‘old deaden - 
ing’ almost worthless asa farm, and entirely so 
as aforest. The rail splitter cuts down trees in- 
discriminately, because they are so plentiful, 
splits what he can, and leaves the balance to rot, 
and thus aidsin the destruction of trees that it 
has taken many centuries to produce, and that 
with all his wood craft he cannot contribute to 
the reproduciion of. Itis strange but true, that 
the second crop of yellow pine is not at all like 
the primeval growth. Itismnotso solid,so abun- 
dant in rosin, nor hasitany of the good timber 
qualities of the original growth, Once gone the 
yellow pine is gone forever. 


If not exposed to the weather the sap pine will 
last well. The log houses are generally built of 
the sapling pines. They are long and straight, 
and when peeled carefully are of snowy white- 
ness. I noticed one old building that has stood 
the test of half a century, and it seems to beall 
right yet. This house is a fair sample of all the 
others of that day and time. It was built of logs, 
notched on to each other at the corners, the whole 
structure resting on two light wood sills that lay 
on the ground. The roof was made of rough clap- 
boards, riven out of bent pine, and the cracks and 
gables were celled with long strips drawn smooth- 
ly and nailed neatly on. The floor was of hard red 
clay, beaten into mortar, and then put down and 
packed until hard and smooth. Apertures were 
cut for the two doors, and the shutters were made 
of riven boards, The chimney was made of a 
layer of solid pine sticks, penned all round, then 
a layer of red clay mortar, another of sticks 
and soon tothe top. House and chimney are still 
standing, although a whole family of children 
have been born, grew upand married, and none 
but the eged pair who came there in the flush and 
heyday of youth are left to bear witness. There is 
a something about these pine trees that is won- 
derfully fascinating tome. I look up at their tall, 
trim, soidierly bodies and try to imagine how 
many life timesoldthey are. The dust of many 
generations of men must mingle around their 
strong roots. Could they but speak and tell of the 
secenes they have witnessed! Ah! they do speak, if 
you will but bend your ear to watch their low, soft 
whispers asI have done sO many, many times,

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CONSULAR REPORTS. 


Destitute American Seamen in European 
Ports—The Cholera. 


WASHINGTON, August 31.—Consu!lar Under- 
wood, at Glasgow, has made a report to the 
department of state, in the course of which he 
warns American working men, and especially 
American seaman, against going to Great 
Britain with thehope of finding employment. 
Every trade is crowded. Applications made 
to him by destitute American seamen for aid 
average four of fiveper week. Consul \nder- 
wood also reports that men hired to care for 
cattle shipped from this country to Glasgow 
often come to serious want and suffering. 
They are usually possessors of certifiicates 
entitling them to passage home on the vessel 
which took them ont, bunt no provision is made 
for their sustenance while in port; and it fre- 
quently bappeus that the vessel having dis- 
charged her cargo sails for some other part of 
the world than America, in which case the 
men are helpless, since no other ship will re 
ecive their certificates, and not being sailors 
they cannot hope to work their passage. The 
consul suggests that if there bea way of com- 
pelling the shippers of cattle to provide for 
the maintenance of their men while in foreign 
ports, and to make%sure of their speedy return 
home, a great and growing evil wil! be rem- 
edied, 

The latest report received from Consular 
Jernigan, of Osaka and Hioga, states that 
while the cholera epidemic inOszaka and Hioga 
is decreasing it issteac ily increasing in the port 
of Yokohama. ‘The number of deaths from 
cholera for the month of June was 2,702, and 
for the first half of July 1,793. 
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AN INVENTOR’S GOMPLAINT. 


A Bill Filed Against Infringement of Patent 
for Railway Electric Telegraph, 


WASHINGTON, August 31.—A bill in equity 
has been filed in the district supreme court by 
C. G. Berryman for Henry C. Strong, of Chi- 
cago, against Robert B. Vance, acting commis- 
sioner of patents, and Elisha Gray, for an 
injunction to restrain §he issuing of a patent 
to the latter. The complainant states that he 
is the inventor of the railway electric tele— 
graph and telephone, and made application 
for a patent on May 18, 1877: that this appli- 
cation has been kept alive by amendement 
to claims, etc., that Gray subsequently filed an 
application for patent for a “multiple tele- 
graph” which, he alleges, was by trickery and 
deceit stolen from him, and is nothing but a 
reproduction in princip!e and the design of his 
machine andinvention. He charges, on infor- 
mation and belief, that by undue influence and 
by complicity with the examiners, Gray is 
about to receive a patent therefor; that the is- 
suing of patent to complainant is delayed by 
Gray, and a patent to Gray is about to be is- 
sued by fraud and collusion with officers of the 
patent office, and if so issued will greatly in- 
jure and delay him and necessitate long and te- 
dious litigation on his part.

A Politician’s Answer to a Challenge to Fight

LOUISVILLE, Ky., August 31.—John S. Rhea, 
a ljawyer of Russe)lville is a candidate for con- 
gress in the third district, which is now repre- 
sented by John E. Halsel!l. The latterisa 
candidate for re-election and a hot contest for 
the democratic nomination isin progress. At 
a recent public meeting, at Elkton, Rhea ina 
speech charged one T. H. Hite with certain 
electioneering statements in be- 
half of Halsell. Hite sent Rhea a 
note, asking for a retraction, 
which was refused. Hite then senta chal- 
lenge to Rhea, to which Rhea wrote a reply, in 
which he declined to fighta duel for several 
reasons.

A Statement of the Business of the Year ag 
Compared With Last. 

Caagieston, 8. C., August 31.—The News 
and Courier will publish tomorrow an clabere 
ate review ofthe trade and commerce of 
Charleston for the year ending today, I: 
shows that in spite of the depression of com: 
mercial affairs in every part of the country, 
and notwithstanding lower prices of 
the gross trade of Charleston is less than a 
million dollars below the grand total of the 
preceding year. The receipts of cotton for 
1585-86 were 505,165 bales, against 512,039 in 
the year. The receipts of rice, 70,017 
barrels. In naval stores there was a very con- 
siderable increase, the receipts of turpentine 
being 62,564 barrels, against 44,29) last year, 
and the receipts of rosin being 27,700 againat 
215.979 the previous year. 

During the year 449,602 tons of phosphat= 
rock were mined in the vicinity of Unariestor 
and Beaufort, and 130,000 tons of commercial 
fertilizers manufactured. 

There is a handsome increase in foreign im- 
ports at Charleston, the total value for i=) ~; 
being $711,265 against $494,690 in 18~1-5, 

Trick farmers had by no means a prosper- 
ous year, and the valae of shipments was only 
$#75,000 against $975,000 last year. There 
was, however, a flattering increase in the pro. 
ducts of local manufacturing establish nents, 
which amounts to 6,761,000 in 1985-84 
against $6,491,400 ast §3=36: year.

Corrfe trees bear cherry-like fruit,tie seed 
of which is the coffee of commerce. Mocha 
coffee is the strongest and best, and 
distinguished by its small light-creenish 
grains.

Two coffee grains 
come from each berry. The dried pulp and 
leaves are used to make a beverage which is 
said tobe richer in cafferine than ordinary 
coffee, The olderand drier the coffee bec »mes 
in the green state, the finer aroma will it 
have when roastod. Physicians disagree as to 
the wholesomeness of coffee drinking. Most 
doctors claim that coffee is a good drink, al- 
laying hunger and thirst and saving bodily 
tissues. In central Africa ground cof- 
fee is mixed with butter and 
eaten on bread. Dr. Kane’s arctic voyagers 
prevented scurvy by eating freely of coffee. 
There are many directions for making good 
coffee. Here is one from an Irish health 
journal fifty years ago: Mix the groun! coffee 
with half az3 much cold water as you will use 
for the coffee pot. Allow it to come to a boil; 
remove the pot fromthe fire and let the 
coffee settle. Pour off the coffee to auother 
pot; pour as much boiling water on the 
grounds as you used cold water at first, and 
boil five minutes, then pour both together and 
let it settle again.

The ninth white man to cross Africa from 
sea to sea in the central regions has recently 
reacbed Zanzibar, and is now on his way home, 
He is Lieutenant Gleerup, who for three years has 
been in theserviceof the International association, 
When his term of service expired nine months ag0 
he was at Stanley Fatls station on the Congo. He 
was at liberty to make a comfortable voyage down 
the river on a steamer, and could havereached the 
Atlantic in about a month. He chose, however, to 
make the toilsome eight months’ march to Zanzi- 
bar with an Arab caravan dispatched b Tippu 
rib, the great Central African slave and ivory 
Cealer. Three years on the Congo had not im. 
paired his vigor or dulled his appetite for African 
sdventure. His route was up the Congo to Nyan- 
ue, and then almost east to Tanganyika and the 
oe ocean. ,
